Harvey Wiley, 
government chemist, and others, sbow- 
ed that nben eggs are candled the ones 
that sbow a black speck, which is an 
indieatioo that they have started to rot.

tfaBev's Comet. 


The most {ntereeting member of the j 
eolac system at this time is Hallev'e 
Comet which is rapidly moving towards 
the sun and which may now be seen 
late in the aflemooo just below and 
north of the evening star. Every day 
bariggs it nearer to the earth, reaching 
Tte miniBBsm datance trooi us early in 
May 1910. This comet takes its name 
tronfi Edmund Hallej, the eminent Eng¬ 
lish astronooMT, who lived from 1666 to 
1742, and Who Was the inimate triend 
€3 Sir Isaac Newton, periiape the moet j 
dlstiBgiuiibed faatiieinatician the world' 
everknew. Ualley observed this comet; 
JO 1662, computed its orWt and and de- 
eJarei that the comets of 1281 and 1607 
were one and the same as the comet of 
1682. He further predicted Its return 
wiuiin a period of 76 years and "left a 
plea for reeoginiuuu" which reals 
^‘Wberefewe, if it sboaU return accord¬ 
ing to our predictions -^bout the year 
1766. impartial poaperitV will not refuse 
to acknowledge that this was first dis¬ 
covered by an Englishman.*' The 
comet was observed on Christmas day 
17^. The next appearance of the 
• -comet was in 1886 when it was visible 
throughout October. Last September 
Prof. Max Wolf, Heidelburg Astron¬ 
omer. observed its approacn, which is 
three months earlier than it waa ex-1 
pected- In 1066 and 1456 it spread ter- I 
ror throughout Europe, the tail at the | 
latter appearance being more than 701 
degrees in length. In 1531 and 1607, 
bowever. it attracted little attention. 

K t has appeared at intervals of about 
eveoiy-five years for more than twen- 
ky centunea.

A Good Balancing Trick. 

Everybody bas seen tbe Jugglers in 
a clrcos aplnning plates and eveu 
dishes on a pobited stK-k. Kor ibe 
most part tbe plates they use are 
Ade of wood or metal, and tbelr eqa) 
librium Is due to centrifugal fmee. 
which -will fail Just as soon as tbe 
rotatkn Is too week to overcoA tbe 
force of gravity. 

Rut here is a way to balance a 
chlM plate on tbe point of a needle 
and even to cause It steadily to splu 
upon tbia delicate support. 

Cut a couple of oorka down tbe mid¬ 
dle. through the long axes, and in tbe 
extremity of tbe four balvee tbua ob 
tained insert as many forks, inclined 
to tbe amootb aides of tbe corks you 
bare Just cut at a little less than a 
right angle. Place these four corks 
round the rim of tbe plate at equal 
distances from one another and se*.- 
tbat tbe teetb of tbe forks are In con¬ 
tact with tbe rim to prevent their 
swaying like ao many penduluma.

The Englishman depended upon 
the quality of his goods and his beanfifully crested 
stationery and his attractive shop window and his 
perpendicular-backed dress-parade clerks; all of 
which were above criticism. The yonng American put 
the whole show into the newspaper; admission free. 

Show me ten shops which advertise regularly in 
a daily newspaper and I will show yon nine that 
are making money. The failure of the tenth is prob¬ 
ably due to bad management of tome sort. 

Some peoide value goods by the price they pay; 
others by the shop in which they buy; others by the 
effect the goods have upon their neighbors. It is only 
the common workaday sensible people who value 
goods by the goods. If you want all four classes as 
customers it is your business as an advertiser to 
make the cap fit.
